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Village church receives £185k 
grant to ‘safeguard its future’ 


WORK TO START IMMEDIATELY THANKS TO HERITAGE LOTTERY FUND GRANT 


A GRANT of £185,000 has given the Hin- 
ton St George Parochial Church Council 
(PCC) reason to celebrate. 

The grant has been awarded by The Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund (HLF) to make possible essential work 
on St George’s Church in Hinton St George, near 
Crewkerne. 

A £22,000 development grant had already been 
given towards a survey to establish exactly what 
needed to be done to safeguard the future of the 
church.

The survey was completed in May and was fol¬ 
lowed by a further application to the HLF request¬ 
ing support to complete necessary work. 

The HLF has now approved this application and 
awarded a full grant of £185,000 towards the cost 
of the work, which will include the following: 

• Conservation work to the fabric of the church, 
principally the tower; 


• Replacement of unsightly, unreliable and ineffi¬ 
cient lighting; 

• Removal of some pews and purchase of chairs 
and tables to create a flexible social space to enable 
wider use of the church; 

• Improvements to the access to the renowned 
Poulett Memorial Chapel; 

• Measures to enable greater engagement with the 
heritage of the church and the village; 

As the PCC has already raised the necessary 
match funding, work will start immediately on the 
lighting. 

The aim is to complete this phase in time for the 
Christmas period, and work on the tower will start 
during November. 

The remaining internal works will commence in 
January with the aim of completing the whole pro¬ 
ject by June of next year. 

The PCC’s project manager, David Clements, 
said: “We are absolutely delighted that HLF has 
given us this very significant grant without which 
a project of this scale would have been impossible. 

“The project will not only conserve the fabric of 
this wonderful building for future generations but 
also widen the possibilities for community use and 
enhance the experience for visitors and residents 
alike.” 

Joint rectors Julia and Bob Hicks added: “The 
wonderful church of St George has been central to 
the worship and life of the people of Hinton St 
George for many centuries. 

“This ambitious project will help us to reach out 
to the present and future generations of the com¬ 
munity in new and exciting ways.” 

Nerys Watts, head of Heritage Lottery Fund 
South West, said: “Thanks to money raised by Na¬ 
tional Lottery players, we’re pleased to support this 
project which secures the future of St George’s 
Church and puts the building and its heritage at the 
heart of the local community.”

AXMINSTER 

Row over dogs on 
Jubilee Field 

ALMOST 200 people have signed a petition 
against banning dogs from Jubilee Field. 

Axminster Town Council has already indicated 
a U-turn, proposing to provide a fenced-off dog 
area earlier than planned. 

Jubilee Field is the new name for the land between 
Musbury Road, Boxfield Road and Dukes Way. 

The area previously belonged to the NHS and 
played host to the former St Mary's Hospital, but 
it now owned by developers Betterment Proper¬ 
ties, who built a fenced-off play area in the field 
as part of planning conditions, but ownership of 
the field will be transferred to Axminster Town 
Council in a deal also involving East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council (EDDC). 

The field has been on the agenda of the town 
council for a number of years. 

The proposal was being discussed at Axminster 
Town Council yesterday evening as Pulman's 
View went to press. 

SEATON 

String of errors in 
council accounts 

AN AUDITOR has found “significant issues" with 
Seaton Town Council's accounting records. 

South and West Internal Audit said that the is¬ 
sues meant the council had committed funds 
that did not exist, resulting in reduced reserves. 

The auditor also said: “It should be emphasised 
that there was no evidence of misuse of funds." 

Town councillors themselves decided in June to 
undertake a full and detailed audit of its accounts 
after it emerged that system statements could 
not be reconciled against bank statements. 

Former mayor Tony Woodman, who chaired the 
council during 2015-15, said: “I knew nothing 
about it, the figures I was given by staff and the 
finance committee I took as accurate." 

Former town clerk Chris Drake declined to 
comment.

Bungalow fire was accidental 


A SEATON bungalow 
fire was started acci¬ 
dentally, firefighters 
say. 

Fire engines from sta¬ 
tions in Seaton, Colyton 
and Axminster were 
despatched to a prop¬ 
erty in West Acres just 
after 4pm on Sunday, 
October 9th. 

A spokesperson for 
Devon and Somerset 
Fire and Rescue said: 


“On arrival the crews 
confirmed this was a 
fire within a bungalow 
and the building was 
heavily smoke logged. 

“They got to work 
using two breathing ap¬ 
paratus wearers with a 
hose reel jet. 

“All occupants were 
out of the property and 
nobody washarmed. 

“The fire was extin¬ 
guished using a total of 


four breathing appara¬ 
tus wearers, two hose 
reel jets, two thermal 
imaging cameras and a 
positive pressure venti¬ 
lation fan to ventilate 
the property." 

The spokesperson 
also said that the cause 
of the fire was acciden¬ 
tal and originated in a 
bedroom which sus¬ 
tained most of the 
damage.

Renowned conductor dies just weeks 
after attending Somerset school event

WORLD famous 
music conductor Sir 
Neville Marriner, who 
opened a music room 
in North Perrott last 
month, died on Octo¬ 
ber 2nd at the age of 
92. 

The ribbon curring 
ceremony at Perrott 
Hill School, near 
Crewkerne, was one 
of his last official en¬ 
gagements before his 
death. 

Sir Neville was born 
in Lincoln but lived in 
East Devon for the 
last 42 years. 

One of his last public 
appearances was at 
Perrott Hill School on 
September 16th, when he formally opened the 
new music room. 

Sir Neville founded touring and recording 
chamber orchestra Academy of St Martin in 
the Fields in 1958. 

Academy music director Joshua Bell said: “I 
am deeply saddened by the news of Sir Neville 
Marriner’s passing. He was one of the most 
extraordinary human beings I have ever 
known. 

1 ‘I will remember him for his brilliance, his in¬ 
tegrity, and his humour, both on and off the 
concert platform. 

“Maestro Marriner will always be the heart 
and soul of the Academy of St Martin in the 
Fields, and we musicians of the orchestra will 
miss him dearly." 


Academy chairman Paul Aylieff added: “We 
are greatly saddened by the news. Sir Neville's 
artistic and recording legacy, not only with the 
academy but with orchestras and audiences 
worldwide is immense. 

“He will be greatly missed by all who knew 
and worked with him and the academy will 
ensure it continues to be an excellent and fit¬ 
ting testament to Sir Neville." 

The statement also said that the Sir Neville's 
family was very touched by all the messages 
of sympathy. 

Honoured three times for his services to 
music in this country - most recently being 
made a Companion of Honour by the Queen in 
June 2015 - Sir Neville was also awarded hon¬ 
ours in France, Germany and Sweden. 


District council urges owners of empty 
properties to help with housing shortage 


PEOPLE with empty properties in South Som¬ 
erset are being urged to get in touch with the 
district council so it can bring them back to life 
and help with a housing shortage. 

South Somerset District Council works with 
the Somerset Care and Repair organisation on 
a range of schemes to bring much-needed 
empty properties back into use. 

Working with the council, Somerset Care and 
Repair identifies empty properties in need of 
attention. 

These homes are often neglected and 
derelict, and in need of extensive repairs. 
Overgrown gardens can be a nuisance to the 
neighbours and can attract mice and vermin. 

Properties often become empty as a result of 
a death in the family and once a family mem¬ 
ber has acquired the property, they are not 
sure what to do with it or have not carried out 
the work due to the cost or scale of the refur¬ 
bishment. 

Somerset Care and Repair is a charity and a 
not-for-profit organisation. It organises re¬ 
pairs and a management service for owners of 
empty properties and is currently working on 
a project at the former Milford Inn in Yeovil to 
convert it into six new flats with the help of 
young unemployed people or college students 
who want to pursue a career in the building 
trade. 

A similar project at a property in South Street 
in Yeovil has also just commenced. 

Kevin Lake, a director of Somerset Care and 
Repair and project lead, has found the scheme 
to be very beneficial for apprentices. 

He said: “As well as bringing much needed 
accommodation back into use, the scheme 


also provides onsite construction training to 
the long term unemployed, as such this is a 
win, win project whereby everyone gains." 

Councillor Ric Pallister, the district council’s 
housing spokesman, added: “I am very proud 
of the fact that Somerset Care and Repair have 
a major focus on South Somerset. 

“They are a first class charity that is having a 
positive impact on the lives of many whom so¬ 
ciety has “missed" and in the process provid¬ 
ing much needed homes. 

“They are going from strength to strength 
and the council will do all it can to support and 
encourage this community based organisa¬ 
tion that has dedicated itself to turning lives 
around. 

“Building a sense of self-worth based on 
skills and training is a fantastic achievement." 

The district council is keen to address the 
shortage in housing. Bringing empty homes 
back into use goes some way to tackling the 
problem. 

If you have an empty property and not sure 
what to do with it, then the council will be able 
to provide assistance as it recognises that 
whilst empty, a property is no use to anyone. 

The council can also provide property man¬ 
agement services tailored for your needs 
through Somerset Care and Repair.

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Local schools in running for Tesco grants 


TWO primary schools and a playgroup in 
South Somerset have the chance to bag a 
massive cash boost but need the public’s 
vote to decide just how much they get. 

Neroche Playgroup and Greenfylde First 
School near Ilminster, and Buckland St 
Mary Primary School near Chard, have 
been chosen for the Tesco Bags for Help ini¬ 
tiative.

We know the competition was 
strong which makes this even more fantas¬ 
tic. 

“This is going to make a massive differ¬ 
ence to the children of Buckland St. Mary 
and their families. It also removes the need 
to travel to other play parks, as it will pro¬ 
vide an attractive play space locally and will 
have a positive impact on the environment. 

“Please vote for us, if we were to achieve 
the grant of £12,000 it would enable us to 
deliver further enhancements such as attrac¬ 
tive seating and specially designed play 
equipment for the under twos.”

The school would also like to be able to add 
equipment for families to use in activities; 
plant trees to create additional mini wood¬ 
land walks on site; create of a covered ac¬ 
tivity zone so that sessions can go on 
whatever the weather and willow learning 
pods to help children and families explore 
nature 

Voting is open in stores from October 31st 
until November 13th. 

Customers will cast their vote using a 
token given to them at the check-out in store 
each time they shop.

SOMERSET County Council has wel¬ 
comed the Prime Minister’s recognition 
of its work to bring superfast broadband 
to the county. 

Theresa May used Prime Minister's 
Question Time last month to congratu¬ 
late the authority for its work on the 
Connecting Devon and Somerset pro¬ 
ject. 

CDS has already seen 310,000 
premises connected to fibre and more 
than 1,500 people have benefitted from 
a recently launched a broadband 
voucher scheme which gives residents 
and businesses the opportunity to 
spend up to £500 on improved broad¬ 


band. 

In response to a question from Wells 
MP James Heappey, the Prime Minister 
said: “I'm happy to join you in paying 
tribute to the council for the work that it 
has been doing to bring broadband con¬ 
nectivity to the county." 

Somerset County Council’s business, 
inward investment and policy 
spokesman, Councillor David Hall, said: 
“Working closely with our Devon col¬ 
leagues, a huge amount of effort has 
gone into this project and it’s always 
welcome to have that effort and success 
recognised, especially when that recog¬ 
nition comes from the PM."

A procurement exercise is underway 
to deliver the second phase of the CDS 
project, which means tens of thousands 
of additional premises across Devon and 
Somerset will benefit from superfast 
coverage by 2019.

Neroche pupils 
get a taste of 
life during war 

MORE than 100 pupils at Neroche Primary 
School in llminster were given a hint of what life 
was like during the Second World War thanks to 
a history day, which included a mock evacua¬ 
tion. 

The Second World War topic saw children and 
staff from Years 3 to Year 6 make gas mask 
cases and dress up in 1939 period costume for 
the school's evacuation to the Fleet Air Arm 
Museum in Yeovil.

The evcuation took place after pupils had lis¬ 
tened to then Prime Minister Neville Chamber¬ 
lain's broadcast declaring that the country was 
“now at war with Germany." 

Oliver from Year 6 said: “It felt really strange 
pretending to be evacuated. The children who 
were actually evacuated must have been really 
confused about what was going to happen to 
them." 

Headteacher Connel Boyle commented: “See¬ 
ing our staff dressed in 1930s dress was spiffing. 

“The children and our parents really made a 
huge effort to support this exciting trip to begin 
our topic. 

“As a result of the children being so inspired 
by the day, the writing produced in the school, 
which culminated in creating newspapers re¬ 
porting the start of World War II, was excep¬ 
tional. 

“I cannot wait to see the children share their 
1940s dance routines with their parents at our 
topic assembly later in the year."

Suggestions to help pets 
during firework season

THE Autumn and winter months bring a time of 
explosive celebrations that can cause terror for 
dogs, cats and rabbits and now is the time that 
pet owners could be thinking about taking steps 
to prepare and protect their pet from the fear of 
fireworks. 

There are several things that can be done to 
make it as stress free as possible. 

• Most dogs and cats have a favourite place to 
go and hide, if not you need to create a 
hideaway where they can feel safe. A room 
that is quiet and has minimal windows is the 
most suitable. 

• Installing an Adaptil™ or Feliway ™ diffuser 
close to the refuge area may encourage them 
to settle, feel relaxed and confident. This 
should be done 2 - 4 weeks prior to the 
expected stress. 

• Provide blankets for him to hide under and 
burrow. A woolly jumper that has your scent 
on can be comforting. 

• Close the curtains to block out flashes of light 
and as much of the sound as possible. 

• Take your dog out for a walk an hour before 
the expected stress to go to the toilet and feed 
him an early evening meal to help him feel 
relaxed. A meal high in carbohydrates such 
as pasta or rice is ideal. 

• Play some background music that your dog 
normally hears (and doesn’t object to!), or 
leave the television on. 

• Offer chews and treats to your dog in his 
hiding place. He will then see this hiding 


place as a good place to go, and he can chew 
on these to relieve his tension. 

• Ignore the sounds of the fireworks yourself 
and do not soothe or comfort your dog. It may 
be difficult to do this but it is the worst thing 
to do. It gives your dog the impression that 
there is something to be frightened of and 
rewards him for being scared. 

• Cats need to be confined to the house and 
provided with a litter tray. 

• If your pet gets particularly distressed we 
recommend you talk to your vet about short 
acting medication. Old-fashioned sedatives 
have been replaced with modern anti anxiety 
drugs which help treat the problem, rather 
than just mask it. 

• Small mammals like rabbits and guinea pigs 
that live outside should not be forgotten. If 
possible move them into a shed or outhouse. 
Covering the front of the hutch with a blanket 
can help cut out some of the noise and flashes 
of light. 

If you require any more information about 
helping your pet, then just call and speak to 
either a Vet or Veterinary Nurse who will be 
happy to help.

CREWKERNE-bound rail passen¬ 
gers will benefit from a later service 
from London Waterloo on Satur¬ 
days. 

South West Trains' (SWT) new 
timetable, which becomes effective 
on December 11th, sees an exten¬ 
sion of the 8.20pm service from the 
capital. 

The service currently only goes as 
far as Yeovil Junction, but will ex¬ 
tend to Axminster when the new 
timetable comes into force. 

In addition, the 7.25am Monday to 
Saturday service from Exeter St 
Davids to London Waterloo will be 
extended to six carriages for its en¬ 
tire journey to avoid overcrowding. 

Speaking about the new timetable 
as a whole, SWT head of service 


strategy Chris Loder said: “This 
combination of new and extended 
services will provide a real boost for 
our passengers every week and is 
part of our efforts to continue to im¬ 
prove our services. 

“They are the result of positive 
feedback from our passengers, as 
well as local stakeholders and com¬ 
munities and we are delighted we 
will be able to introduce them from 
this December. 

“However, we are not complacent 
and know there are further im¬ 
provements we can still make and 
we will continue to work with our 
partners and others to find further 
ways to develop and improve our 
services."

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Somerset artist Brian Rice publishes 
book of paintings from last 64 years 


THE distinguished Somerset artist 
Brian Rice has published a book of all 
his paintings from the last 64 years. 

In the 1960s, Brian (pictured right) 
was at the heart of the London art 
scene, producing some of the era’s 
most groundbreaking paintings. As 
part of the crowd around the Royal 
College of Art that included David 
Hockney, Peter Blake, Joe Tilson, Allen 
Jones and Derek Boshier, he mingled 
with fashion designers, rock musi¬ 
cians and models. 

Film director Michelangelo Anto¬ 
nioni interviewed him when re¬ 
searching the background for “Blow 
Up”. His works were part of the fabric 
of the times and appeared in many TV 
commercials, fashion shoots and set 


designs. 

In the mid-1970s, Brian left the 
glamour of London and retreated to 
his roots in the West Country, having 
been born in Yeovil and attended the 
Yeovil School of Art in the late 1950s. 

He became a sheep farmer near 
Askerswell in Dorset and taught part- 
time at Brighton College of Art, now 
the University of Brighton. 

Working the land he discovered 
Bronze Age archaeological remains 
and these inspired a new artistic di¬ 
rection, focused on the landscape and 
ancient traces of habitation. 

Brian's life and art merged in the 
1980s when he sold his farm and 
bought a dilapidated 15th century 
house at Hewood, near Chard, on the 


Dorset, Devon and Somerset borders. 
He has spent the last 35 years restor¬ 
ing the house, uncovering fascinating 
traces of its past including inscriptions 
and items of folk magic. 

Brian's commitment to the project 
led to an artistic resurgence that has 
produced mature artworks imbued 
with a sense of place and deep con¬ 
nection to nature. 

“Brian Rice: Paintings 1952-2016” 
was launched shortly after the artist’s 
80th birthday, priced at £45. It is pub¬ 
lished by Sansom & Company with an 
introductory essay by Andrew Lam- 
birth. Price £45 

The Art Stable in Child Okeford, 
Dorset, is holding an exhibition of 
Brian’s work until October 22nd. 


County completes extensive road works ahead of winter 


THE end of summer saw the completion 
of the largest surface dressing pro¬ 
gramme in Somerset County Council's 
history. 

Surface dressing is a nationally-recog¬ 
nised maintenance technique for sealing 
a road, improving skid resistance and pre¬ 
venting water getting under the surface. 

As winter approaches, this is crucial to 
help stop potholes forming. 

This year's programme included more 
than 200 roads across the county, in¬ 
cluding the A30, A37 and A396, and has 
helped protect more than 300km of 
highway against deterioration - that's 


further than the driving distance from 
Taunton to Nottingham. 

Councillor David Fothergill, Somerset 
County Council's Cabinet member for 
highways, said: “We're committed to 
maintaining our highways to the best 
possible standards with the funding we 
have available and this means using a 
range of different techniques for different 
situations. 

“Surface dressing can sometimes re¬ 
ceive criticism because initially it leaves 
loose chippings on the surface, but it has 
big benefits. 

“By surface dressing an old road we can 


significantly extend its life for a fraction 
of the price of resurfacing and usually 
without the need for disruptive road clo¬ 
sures. 

“This year's programme was our most 
ambitious yet and I’m pleased we have 
been able to protect so many roads be¬ 
fore the onslaught of winter.” 

Surface dressing involves coating an 
existing road with bitumen, covering it 
with stone chippings and then rolling it. 

It differs from resurfacing which sees 
layers of the old road surface removed 
before it is then replaced with new mate¬ 
rial.

Ambulance service told 
it requires improvement 


THE South Western Ambulance Service NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust (SWASFT) service has been told it “re¬ 
quires improvement” following an inspection in 
June. 

The trust has been told it must make improve¬ 
ments to some of its services by England’s chief in¬ 
spector of hospitals. 

Overall the service was rated as “requires im¬ 
provement” by the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) although its services were rated “outstand¬ 
ing” for caring and “good” for being responsive. 

Professor Sir Mike Richards, chief inspector of 
hospitals, said: “As demand for emergency care 
grows year by year, our ambulance services have 
never been busier. 

“I know that South Western Ambulance Service is 
at the forefront of national improvements in the am¬ 
bulance service, exploring better ways to deal with 
emergency calls so that people get the attention they 
need, in the right place at the right time. 

“The trust has a strong and stable leadership team, 
which has put quality and safety as key priorities 
and has organised the staff and resources well across 
a wide geographic area, responding well, on the 
most part, to the most urgent calls, and working 
closely with other NHS providers to maximise the 
effectiveness of the service. 

“We found staff in the emergency operations cen¬ 
tres and emergency and urgent services to be out¬ 
standing in the way they supported people who were 
distressed or overwhelmed in often highly stressful 
situations. 

“However, we also found some variation in quality 
across the services we inspected. There were signif¬ 
icant gaps in mandatory training and we found the 
levels of staffing were not always sufficient to pro¬ 
vide relief when staff were training, or on leave. 

“I am concerned that not all staff were reporting 
incidents, particularly when they were verbally 
abused by callers. 

“Some felt they did not have time to report all in¬ 
cidents, so losing the chance to learn from them and 
take appropriate action in future. 

“During the inspection we identified a number of 
areas for improvement which we have passed on to 
the trust and to local commissioners. Our inspectors 


will return at a later date to check on their progress.” 

The service was rated “requires improvement” for 
emergency and urgent care and patient transport ser¬ 
vices, for which they were rated as “inadequate” for 
well led; “good” for out of hours, emergency oper¬ 
ations centre and “outstanding” for resilience. 

Ken Wenman, chief executive of SWASFT, said: 
“The ‘outstanding’ care rating for staff based in our 
clinical hubs handling 999 calls and our ambulance 
crews and first responders out on the roads across 
the South West is well deserved and recognises the 
amazing patient care delivered every day, around the 
clock. 

“Clinical hub staff are often the first point of con¬ 
tact with the ambulance service and their ‘outstand¬ 
ing compassion, kindness and respect towards caller 
and patients, often under a high level of pressure’ 
has rightly been recognised by the CQC. 

“Their dedication, professionalism and ‘grace’ 
when working under ‘extreme pressure’, together 
with the ‘numerous examples’ of ambulance crews 
going the extra mile for patient comfort, along with 
their passion for patient care and wellbeing, is some¬ 
thing I am extremely proud of. 

“The overall rating of ‘outstanding’ for resilience 
planning reflects the robust systems in place to de¬ 
liver high quality support for major incidents, large 
public events and special operations. 

“This function also encompasses our hazardous 
area response teams (HART) and air ambulance pro¬ 
vision throughout our diverse region, and the dedi¬ 
cated and committed staff working within it. 

“No other ambulance trust has received an ‘out¬ 
standing’ rating for resilience, so it is an achieve¬ 
ment we are extremely pleased with. 

“We make every effort to encourage feedback 
from patients and I am assured that the CQC inspec¬ 
tion team, without exception, received only positive 
comments from patients, something I am told is al¬ 
most unheard of. 

“Where there are specific lessons to learn from the 
report we will of course take the necessary actions 
to make positive changes and improvements.”

A checklist to planning your Christmas party! 


#1: Set the Date 

Venues fill up quickly and friends/co-workers start 
making plans so the sooner you set the date the 
easier this whole process will be. 

#2: Set the Budget 

• Making it accessible to everyone. 

• Would a packaged party be more within the budget? 

#3: Choose a Party Type 

Depending on your party size, budget and location, 
there are a range of Christmas party routes you can 
go down. 

• Will the party be a day or evening do? Or both? 

• If a Christmas works do, are husbands, wives and 
partners invited? 

• Would your group prefer a more intimate casual 
party at a bowling alley, local pub or ice skating ring? 

#4: Find Your Perfect Venue 

Shop around for a venue available on your dates 
and within your budget. 

• Find out whether they offer the services you need 
(bespoke or packaged party) and take into consid¬ 
eration whether the venue is easily accessible for 
guests. 

• Find out about accommodation at or near the venue. 

• If your friends/co-workers are notorious for ‘no 
shows' find out if you can book a minimum and 
add guests later. 


#5: Pick a Theme

UNDERSTANDING THE GRIEVING PROCESS

THE better your understanding of grief and how 
it is healed, the better equipped you’ll be to help a 
bereaved friend or family member: 

There is no right or wrong way to grieve. Grief 
does not always unfold in orderly, predictable 
stages. It can be an emotional rollercoaster, with 
unpredictable highs, lows, and setbacks. Everyone 
grieves differently, so avoid telling the bereaved 
what he or she “should” be feeling or doing. 

Grief may involve extreme emotions and behav¬ 
iors. Feelings of guilt, anger, despair, and fear are 
common. A grieving person may yell to the heav¬ 


ens, obsess about the death, lash out at loved ones, 
or cry for hours on end. The bereaved need reas¬ 
surance that what he or she feels is normal. Don’t 
judge them or take his or her grief reactions per¬ 
sonally. 

There is no set timetable for grieving. For many 
people, recovery after bereavement takes 18 to 24 
months, but for others, the grieving process may 
be longer or shorter. Don’t pressure the bereaved 
to move on or make them feel like they’ve been 
grieving too long. This can actually slow the heal¬ 
ing process. 


THE BEST WAY TO HELP A GRIEVING PERSON 
IS TO LISTEN WITH COMPASSION 


ALMOST everyone worries about what to say to 
a grieving person. But knowing how to listen is 
much more important. Oftentimes, well-meaning 
people avoid talking about the death or mentioning 
the deceased person, but the bereaved need to feel 
that his or her loss is acknowledged, it’s not too 
terrible to talk about, and his or her loved one 
won’t be forgotten. 

While you should never try to force someone to 
open up, it’s important to let the bereaved know 
he or she has permission to talk about the loss. 
Talk candidly about the person who died and don’t 
steer away from the subject if the deceased’s name 
comes up. When it seems appropriate, ask sensi¬ 
tive questions—without being nosy—that invite 
the grieving person to openly express his or her 
feelings. Try simply asking, “Do you feel like talk¬ 
ing?” 

Accept and acknowledge all feelings. Let the 

grieving person know that it’s okay to cry in front 
of you, to get angry, or to break down. Don’t try 
to reason with him or her over how he or she 


should or shouldn’t feel. The bereaved should feel 
free to express his or her feelings without fear of 
judgment, argument, or criticism. 

Be willing to sit in silence. Don’t press if the 
grieving person doesn’t feel like talking. You can 
offer comfort and support with your silent pres¬ 
ence. If you can’t think of something to say, just 
offer eye contact, a squeeze of the hand, or a reas¬ 
suring hug. 

Let the bereaved talk about how his or her 
loved one died. People who are grieving may need 
to tell the story over and over again, sometimes in 
minute detail. Be patient. Repeating the story is a 
way of processing and accepting the death. With 
each retelling, the pain lessens. 

Offer comfort and reassurance without mini¬ 
mizing the loss. Tell the bereaved that what he or 
she is feeling is okay. If you’ve gone through a 
similar loss, share your own experience if you 
think it would help. However, don’t give unso¬ 
licited advice, claim to “know” what the person is 
feeling, or compare your grief to his or hers. 


OFFER PRACTICAL ASSISTANCE 


IT is difficult for many grieving people to ask for 
help. They might feel guilty about receiving so 
much attention, fear being a burden, or be too de¬ 
pressed to reach out. You can make it easier for 
them by making specific suggestions—such as, 
“I’m going to the market this afternoon. What can I 
bring you from there?” or “I’ve made beef stew for 
dinner. When can I come by and bring you some?” 

Consistency is very helpful, if you can manage 
it—being there for as long as it takes. This helps 


the grieving person look forward to your attentive¬ 
ness without having to make the additional effort 
of asking again and again. You can also convey an 
open invitation by saying, “Let me know what I 
can do,” which may make a grieving person feel 
more comfortable about asking for help. But keep 
in mind that the bereaved may not have the energy 
or motivation to call you when he or she needs 
something, so it’s better if you take the initiative 
to check in. 
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SUPPORTING A CHILD 
THROUGH BEREAVEMENT

EVEN very young children feel the pain of be¬ 
reavement, but they learn how to express his or 
her grief by watching the adults around them. 
After a loss—particularly of a sibling or par¬ 
ent-children need support, stability, and hon¬ 
esty. They may also need extra reassurance that 
they will be cared for and kept safe. As an adult, 
you can support children through the grieving 
process by demonstrating that it’s okay to be 
sad and helping them make sense of the loss. 

Answer any questions the child may have as 


truthfully as you can. Use very simple, honest, 
and concrete terms when explaining death to a 
child. Children—especially young children— 
may blame themselves for what happened and 
the truth helps them see they are not at fault. 

Open communication will smooth the way for 
a child to express distressing feelings. Because 
children often express themselves through sto¬ 
ries, games, and artwork, encourage this self- 
expression, and look for clues in those activities 
about how they are coping. 


How to help a grieving child: 


• Allow your child, however young, to attend 
the funeral if he or she wants to. 

• Convey your spiritual values about life and 
death, or pray with your child. 

• Meet regularly as a family to find out how 
everyone is coping. 


Help children find ways to symbolize and 
memorialize the deceased person. 

Keep your child’s routine as normal as possible. 
Pay attention to the way a child plays; this can 
be one of a child’s primary ways of 
communicating. 


What not to do: 


• Don’t force a child to publicly mourn if he or 
she doesn’t want to. 

• Don’t give false or confusing messages, like 
“Grandma is sleeping now.” 

• Don’t tell a child to stop crying because 
others might get upset. 

• Don’t try to shield a child from the loss. 
Children pick up on much more than adults 


realize. Including them in the grieving 
process will help them adapt and heal. 

• Don’t stifle your tears; by crying in front of 
your child, you send the message that it’s 
okay for him or her to express feelings, too. 

• Don't turn your child into your personal 
confidante. Rely on another adult or a support 
group instead. 



GRIEVING continues long after the funeral is 
over and the cards and flowers have stopped. 
The length of the grieving process varies from 
person to person. But in general, grief lasts 
much longer than most people expect. Your be¬ 
reaved friend or family member may need your 
support for months or even years. 

Continue your support over the long haul. 
Stay in touch with the grieving person, period¬ 
ically checking in, dropping by, or sending let¬ 
ters or cards. Once the funeral is over and the 
other mourners are gone, and the initial shock 
of the loss has worn off, your support is more 
valuable than ever. 

Don’t make assumptions based on outward 
appearances. The bereaved person may look 
fine on the outside, while inside he or she is suf¬ 
fering. Avoid saying things like “You are so 


strong” or “You look so well.” This puts pres¬ 
sure on the person to keep up appearances and 
to hide his or her true feelings. 

The pain of bereavement may never fully 
heal. Be sensitive to the fact that life may never 
feel the same. You don’t “get over” the death of 
a loved one. The bereaved person may learn to 
accept the loss. The pain may lessen in intensity 
over time, but the sadness may never com¬ 
pletely go away. 

Offer extra support on special days. Certain 
times and days of the year will be particularly 
hard for your grieving friend or family member. 
Holidays, family milestones, birthdays, and an¬ 
niversaries often reawaken grief. Be sensitive 
on these occasions. Let the bereaved person 
know that you’re there for whatever he or she 
needs.

A vintage 
performance 

THERE’S a wonderful opportunity to rediscover a 
forgotten jazz genius at the Ilminster Arts Centre on 
Friday, October 21st. 

Jabbo Smith and his Rhythm Aces recorded 22 
tracks in 1929, and briefly became a rival to the bril¬ 
liance of Louis Armstrong's Hot Five, before fading 
into obscurity. Now their music has been rediscov¬ 
ered by Dave Martin, who in 2010 formed the 
‘Jabbo Five’ with the express purpose of playing in 
the style of Jabbo Smith. 

Featuring leader Dave Martin on 
cornet/trumper/valve trombone, together with Nick 
White (clarinet and alto sax), Mike Lancaster (trom¬ 
bone and sousaphone), Pete Miller (banjo and gui¬ 
tar) and Phil Blandford on piano, the line-up offers 
a combination of instruments that allows an excit¬ 
ing, lively and uncluttered interpretation of the 
music of Jabbo Smith and his Rhythm Aces. 

Re-discovering these tracks is an exciting adventure 
for Dave and his fellow band members, who between 
them have played in many of the best-known groups 
of the ‘Trad’ era. “Jabbo, and his banjo player Ikey 
Robinson, wrote some wonderful numbers which are 
seldom heard”, says Dave, “and so the ‘Jabbo Five’ 
aim to master as many of these as we can”.

Local musicians helping support a school in 
Africa and protect their indigenous music 


A CELEBRATE AFRICA evening of pop-rock- 
gospel and African songs, drums and traditional 
African dancers Shosholoza in aid of a School in 
Zambia, Africa, will take place at The Gateway, 
Seaton this Saturday (October 15th). 

Local Musicians Lorrayn de Peyer and David 
Norrish join forces to put on a concert for a school 
in the bush in Africa where they both taught in the 
1970s. 

When Lorrayn and David both attended a re¬ 
union in London in 2013 for the girls school Njase 
in Zambia, Africa where they had both been teach¬ 
ers, they were surprised to find that they were now 
living as 

neighbours, Lorrayn living in Seaton and David 
living in Sidmouth. 

Even more of a coincidence is that one of 
David’s many responsibilities when he taught at 
Njase all those years ago was to run the School 
Choir and that Lorrayn now runs two local choirs 
in East Devon and Taunton. 

At the school in Africa David encouraged the 
choir to sing the songs that come from their own 


languages, Tonga and Lesotho that is spoken in the 
surroundings areas to the school. He recorded a 
CD of the girls singing these songs which will be 
for sale at the concert. Back in the 1970’s this was 
no mean feat as recording equipment was scarce 
especially in Africa 

At that time Lorrayn was only nineteen years old 
and she taught the girls English, Games and Art at 
the school. She had no idea that she would later 
take up up music as her career and become a choir 
leader. 

At the re-union in London for the school where 
Lorrayn and David met up with each other they 
also connected with some of the X Njase students 
who now live in the UK. They heard how the 
school was in in a sad state of repair and on the 
decline needing money for even basic things like 
furniture and that the X Njase School girls (now 
women) were setting up a charity to support the 
school. 

So the idea to use the leverage of choirs to put 
on a concert for the school was bom and Lorrayn 
and asked David Norrish if he would come and 
teach her choirs some of 
the Zambian songs that 
the girls used to sing in 
his choir at Njase which 
you can hear at the con¬ 
cert. The enthusiasm 
for the concert has since 
expanded to include 
special guest perfor¬ 
mances form some 
other local choirs - The 
Seaton Chorus ; The 
Rhythm of Life Choirs; 
a local drumming drop 
called Drum4Fun and a 



very special performance from the unique and 
original professional dancers from Zimbabwe 
called Shosholoza.

New Audi Q3 Black Edition headlines updated UK range 


THE dark and brooding good looks of the 
Black Edition models that have been main¬ 
stays of the Audi A4, A5, A6 and A7 Sport- 
back ranges have inspired a new Q3 Black 
Edition that spearheads a wholesale up¬ 
date of the perenially popular compact SUV 
line-up. The new top flight Q3 and the 
sharper, even better equipped versions 
that sit below it will become available later 
this month priced from £26,600 OTR, and 
will reach their first customers towards the 
end of the year. 

As part of the programme of revisions the 
current Q3 specification structure, starting 
with SE, moving to S line Navigation and 
then on to S line plus, has shifted further 
upwards. At entry level, SE becomes Sport 
through the addition of SD navigation as 
standard and through styling enhance¬ 
ments that lend an even more purposeful 
air, including larger front air vents and a 
body-coloured front diffuser. 

S line Navigation models become S line 
Edition by gaining standard interior features 
such as cruise control and the Audi Parking 
System Plus, and by adopting a new look 
for the front end, which now incorporates a 


distinctive horizontal strut spanning its full 
width, above which are air inlets with more 
pronounced surrounds and a new dia¬ 
mond-pattern mesh design. They flank a 
more eyecatching Single Frame grille with a 
new high gloss finish which is also shared 
by the air vents. 

The main attraction in the range is now the 
Q3 Black Edition, which stays true to the 
concept introduced so successfully else¬ 
where in the Audi range. Replacing the S line 
plus model, it builds on that version’s al¬ 
ready extensive specification with features 
such as standard metallic paint, privacy 
glass from the B pillar rearwards and a Bose 
sound system upgrade, but its key point of 
differentiation is of course the distinctive 
black treatment for many of its parts. These 
start in the cabin with piano black inlays, 
and continue outside to take in everything 
from the 19-inch alloy wheels, wheel arch 
cappings and Single Frame grille surround to 
the roof rails, rear spoiler and tailpipes, all of 
which are finished in gloss black. 

Extensive specification 

Aside from the now range-wide satellite 
navigation, standard equipment for all Q3 


models is plentiful, and includes Audi Music 
and Bluetooth interfaces, sensor control for 
parking (rear only in the Sport, front and 
rear in the S line Edition and Black Edition), 
for lighting and for wiper function, dual¬ 
zone climate control and a Concert audio 
system with DAB radio linked to a 6.5-inch 
manually retractable colour monitor. Xenon 
headlamps with LED daytime running 
lights and LED tail lights feature as standard 
in Sport versions, while S line Edition and 
Black Edition specification levels upgrade to 
all-weather LED headlights and dynamic 
‘scrolling’ rear indicators which illuminate 
sequentially within two-tenths of a second 
from the inside out in the direction the 
driver intends to turn. 

Under the skin, two TDI diesel and two 
TFSI petrol engines are available, depending 
on the chosen specification. The 1.4-litre 
TFSI with Cylinder-on-Demand technology 
brings 150PS and the option of either man¬ 
ual or S tronic twin-clutch automatic trans¬ 
mission. It gives the exclusively 
front-wheel-driven Q31.4 TFSI a 0-62mph 
sprint time of as little as 8.9 seconds (S 
tronic), but also 51.4mpg capability (man¬ 


ual) based on the combined cycle test. 
Above it in the petrol line-up is a 2.0-litre 
TFSI unit with 180PS, which can be linked to 
either manual or S tronic transmission and 
works with quattro all-wheel-drive with¬ 
out exception. 

Forming the diesel contingent are two 
four-cylinder, 2.0-litre TDIs with outputs of 
150PS and 184PS. When linked to manual 
transmission and Sport specification with 
its 17-inch wheels, the 150PS version has 
the potential to return up to 62,8mpg with 
C02 output of just 117g/km, 

The 2.0-litre 150PS TDI engine can work 
with either manual or S tronic transmission 
and can channel its output through either 
the front wheels only or through all four 
with the help of the quattro system. The 
184PS version also offers two transmission 
options, but deploys its heightened power 
and torque solely via quattro drive. 

Audi drive select as standard 

The composed agility of the Q3 chassis 
imparts a nimble feel that belies its SUV di¬ 
mensions, and the Audi drive select adap¬ 
tive dynamics system - a standard feature 
of all Q3 models - enables drivers to make 


the most of it by adjusting throttle re¬ 
sponse, automatic transmission shift points 
and operating characteristics of other op¬ 
tional components such as the damper 
control system to suit personal preferences. 

Up to five adults can enjoy the ride in 
comfort and with space to spare, and their 
luggage can be equally comfortably ac¬ 
commodated in the 420-litre load com¬ 
partment, which in S line Edition and Black 
Edition versions is accessible at the touch 
of a button thanks to powered tailgate op¬ 
eration. When the back seat is free, its split 
backrest can be folded to liberate a total of 
1,325 litres of cargo capacity.
